To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago ; 

At the time I had the honor of assuming the duties 
of the President of the Board of Education the pros- 
pects as regards the financial condition were any- 
thing but encouraging. When I say this I do not 
mean to create the impression that, on account of 
mis-management of business affairs, the financial 
resources had been exhausted, or that the Board in 
power up to July 1st, 1890, had not looked ahead 
and used the available funds without considering the 
future. To the contrary, the management had been 
excellent in every branch of the enormous school 
system, but conditions over which the Board had no 
control were such that a financial crisis seemed un- 
avoidable. The annexation of 1889 had brought to 
the city a vast territory, divided into forty-one 
school districts with a large number of schools, for 
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the maintenance of which provision had been made 
by the local Boards up to the end of the school year, 
June 30, 1890. With the exception of a few dis- 
tricts these appropriations were inadequate and it 
became neces6ary to use part of the funds raised by 
taxation for the schools within the old city limits to 
continue the schools in the annexed portion up to the 
end of the school year. For the period from July 
1, 1890, to December 31, 1890, no appropriation 
had been made by the local school authorities of the 
annexed districts and could not have been made for 
the reason that the fiscal year in these districts ended 
June 30, the same as the school year. In the old 
city, the fiscal year runs from January 1 to December 
31, and while our school year begins July 1 and 
closes the 30th day of June next, the appropriations 
are made for the calendar year. On account of this 
state of affairs all the schools of the annexed territory 
had to be maintained from July 1 to December 31 , 
1890, out of the taxes levied and collected in the 
old city, involving an amount of no less than five 
hundred thousand ($500,000) dollars. Considering 
the fact that the appropriation made by the Council 
the year previous, but becoming available only dur- 
ing the year 1890, amounted to only two million 
($2,000,000) of dollars, it is hardly necessary to ex- 
plain that the extra expenditure of half a million of 
dollars on account of the annexed territory proved 
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to be a serious embarrassment to the Board and 
only for the prompt assistance of the city authori- 
ties in furnishing financial aid, the Board would have 
been obliged to either issue school orders for pay- 
ment of salaries or close the schools. On January 1, 
1891, the account of the Board with the City Treas- 
urer was overdrawn one hundred and seventy-two 
thousand, seven hundred and ten dollars, and eighty - 
six cents ($172,710.86), There was due contractors 
for work done and material delivered one hundred 
and eighty- one thousand, three hundred and eighty- 
four dollars, and twenty cents ($181,384,20), a total in- 
debtedness of three hundred and fifty-four thousand, 
and ninety-five dollars, and six cents ($354,095.06). 
On March, 1, 1891, our over-draft had increased to 
four hundred and seventy-three thousand, six hundred 
and seventy dollars, and eighty cents ($473,670.80), 
the contractors bills still remaining unpaid. It 
is true the Council, upon the earnest request of the 
Board of Education, ordered a school tax levied of five 
million, and thirteen thousand ($5,013,000) dollars for 
1891, out of which amount the deficit of the year 1890 
was to be paid, but, as the taxes are not collected 
until a year after the appropriation is made, it 
became necessary to make good the deficit out of 
the appropriation of the year 1890, becoming avail- 
able during 1891, and amounting to four million, two 
hundred and fifty thousand ($4,250,000) dollars, leav-

ing a balance for the use of the Board of approximate- 
ly three million, seven hundred and fifty thousand 
($3,750,000) dollars. While this sum appears large, 
if compared with the Boards appropriations of former 
years, it must be borne in mind that a great many 
schools were added, that the number of teachers had 
increased by about seven hundred (700) and that a 
great many improvements on school houses in the 
annexed territory had become an urgent necessity 
and had to be taken care of, thus curtailing the funds 
on hand to a considerable extent. Under the cir- 
cumstances the problem how to provide school fa- 
cilities for the natural increase of the population was 
not easily solved, but, under the skillful management 
of the Committee on Buildings and Grounds, quite 
a number of school houses in process of erection 
were completed and contracts for nine new buildings 
and four additions were awarded, the work was com- 
menced at once and pushed vigorously. There were 
completed and opened during the year the following 
school buildings, the Hammond, the Mulligan, the 

Geo. H. Thomas, the Horace Mann, the Graham, the 
« 

Brainerd, the Hedges, the Ryerson, the Longfellow, 
the Auburn Park and the north wing of the Clarke 
School building. 

Under ordinary condition of things the opening 
of eleven new school buildings and one addition 
would have supplied the demand for school facilities 
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to its fullest extent, but the enormously rapid growth 
of our city changed the situation to a degree that 
after these new school houses had been filled there 
was still the same cry for more facilities as before 
and still the same number of pupils who could at- 
tend school but half a day. It has been a common 
criticism that the Board is derelict in performing its 
duties as regards the erection of new buildings, but 
if the facts were more generally known I believe this 
criticism would disappear and in its place due credit 
would be accorded the Board for its labors in that 
direction.* A great many difficulties present them- 
selves when the question of the purchase of a suitable 
school site and the erection of a new school building 
comes up. The Board is obliged to advertise for 
school sites within certain boundaries and very sel- 
dom is it possible to find a piece of property large 
enough for a school site owned by one person, on 
the contrary, as a rule, property must be purchased 
from quite a number of different owners, who will 
ask rather exorbitant prices as soon as the fact be- 
comes known to them for what the property is 
wanted. After all difficulties have been removed and 
a suitable piece of land is found, the Board recom- 
mends the purchase to the Council. The Council 
refers the Board's request to the School Committee 
of the Council and, as a rule, it takes several months 
before a matter of that kind seems to be ripe for 
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consideration. If the School Committee of the Coun- 
cil does not find any objection they will recommend 
the concurrence in the recommendation of the Board. 
Then all preliminaries have to be gone through as 
in case of an[]ordinary purchase of real estate, and 
finally the site is bought. The Board then will re- 
solve to erect a school building, to cost a certain 
amount, and recommend this to the Council again 
for concurrence. This recommendation will take 
the same course as the former one, and before plans 
and specifications can be gotten ready, bids asked 
for and contracts awarded, many months have 
passed and it may require from a year to two years 
from the time that the necessity of erecting a school 
house in a certain section of the city was realized up 
to the time of the completion and opening of the 
building. During the last year the Council has 
acted promptly and the Board has had less difficulty 
in having its recommendation considered than form- 
erly, which fact accounts, to some extent, for the 
number of new buildings completed as well as or- 
dered to be built. 

In order to relieve the most crowded schools 
the Board did its utmost wherever new buildings 
could not be put up by renting suitable rooms 
and stores, fitted them up for school purposes and 
made Branch Schools out of them. While this 
has been done in former years and has become 
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part of the business of the Board it never was 
done to such an extent as during the last year or 
two, and that again will show the willingness and 
promptness on the part of the Board in furnishing 
school facilities wherever they can be had and when- 
ever there is a possibility to obtain them. We have 
at present rented for school purposes one hundred 
and seventy- four (174) stores and buildings, for which 
we pay an annual rental of thirty-seven thousand 
($37,000) dollars. The Board understands thoroughly 
that rented rooms can never be fitted as well and 
that they will not answer the purpose the same as a 
regular school buildiug, but, as long as it is an 
impossibility to erect enough new buildings to 
keep step with the growth of our population, the 
Board is compelled to look to the renting of stores 
and buildings for a relief of the existing calamity. 
During the next year the Board will have a larger 
amount of money at its disposal for new buildings 
than ever before, and, trusting to the efficiency of 
the Committee on Buildings and Grounds, I believe 
that great headway will be made as regards the erec- 
tion of a sufficient number of buildings, although it 
will be still impossible to build enough schools to 
give every child in this city the benefit of a full 
day's schooling. 

Since my connection with the Board of Education 
the number of teachers in Chicago has increased 
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from about seventeen hundred (1,700) to three thou- 
sand (3,000). At all times the fair sex has predomi- 
nated to a considerable extent, but at no time has 
this been so apparent as during the last few years. 
If an extra effort had been made to drive outm ale 
teachers and fill their places by women the success 
could not have been better. Wherever a male prin- 
cipal resigned, or his place was made vacant for 
some other reason, it was filled by a lady. I 
believe firmly that women should have a place in 
our educational system, that nature has fitted them 
very well indeed to take care of and teach our grow- 
ing generation up to a certain age. Yes, I believe 
that they are better adapted to teach the lower 
grades than men. Their natural love for children, 
their kind way of dealing with them and their sym- 
pathetic feeling will draw towards them the hearts 
of the little ones, and, having gained their confi- 
dence, they will find it a comparatively easy task to 
impart to them the knowledge of the rudiments of ed- 
ucation successfully, while men, on account of their 
more stern character and perhaps harshness of man- 
ner, are not as well fitted to deal with the little ones. 
But after the children have grown to reach a certain 
age, say ten to twelve years, I do not think it wise 
to entrust their education to women only. In my 
opinion it is necessary that the more sturdy charac- 
ter of men should be allowed to have an influence

upon our growing generation, and while it may be 
necessary that the gentle hand of women should 
guide and lead our little ones, I believe that the 
more firm hand of men should be employed in teach- 
ing the older ones and take part in moulding and 
shaping their character. Ever since the agitation 
was set on foot to advocate and bring about the ap- 
pointment of women as members of the Board of 
Education it has been used as an argument that the 
larger part of our teachers consist of women, that 
at least one-half of the pupil of our schools are girls 
and that therefore it must necessarily follow that those 
whose duty it is to govern the schools should not 
consist of men only, but that a fair number ot women 
ought to be appointed to take care of the needs of 
the women teachers as well as the girl pupils. If 
this argument has any value whatever, if there is any 
good reason to have women on our Board because 
there are female teachers and girls in our schools, 
the argument will also hold good that we should 
have a sufficient number of male teachers, because 
about one-half of our pupils are boys. Whenever 
a family has lost the father while the children of the 
family are still of that age during which they need 
guidance on the part of the parents, it will show, 
with only very rare exceptions to note, that the 
mother alone was not fully able to cope with the 
problem before her and that the boys and girls in 
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after life feel the lack of training by the strong hand 
of a man. It will necessarily follow that in our 
schools where our children pass a large part of their . 
time the lack of the masculine element among the 
teachers must show as well. A man (if he is the 
right kind of a person, and if not, he has no place 
there) will inspire the children with more respect, 
after they have advanced to a certain age, than a 
woman, and they therefore will be more ready to 
listen to the teachings of the man and pursue their 
studies more diligently than if they are in the hands 
of women. It can, undoubtedly, be shown that some 
women are fully as able as men to inspire the chil- 
dren and have their respect to as full an extent, but 
if we look at these women we will always find in 
their character and their make-up some very promi- 
nent traits of the masculine character. I believe 
it will be one of the duties of the Board to bring 
about some system by which our young men, who 
come to us with a college and university training, or 
who come as graduates of Teachers Seminaries, are 
not turned away as has been done in the past, sim- 
ply because the sentiment is against them and we 
have been accustomed to see women only in our 
public schools. At the present time we have hardly 
any male teachers in our primary and grammar 
grades and only a small number of male principals, 
our high schools only showing a fair percentage of 
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the male sex among our teachers. At the end of 
our school year the official list shows the total num- 
ber of teachers employed to be three thousand and 
one (3,001). Of these one hundred and ninety (190) 
are men. Of these one hundred and ninety (190), 
sixty-eight (68) are employed in the high schools, 
twenty-six (26) are teachers of special branches, and 
ninety-four (94) are teachers and principals in our 
primary and grammar grades, while two thousand 
eight hundred and eleven (2, 81 1) are women. These 
figures which are taken from the official records, 
ought to be sufficient to show that I am right in ask- 
ing the appointment of more male teachers. 

Another element among our teachers has for some 
time attracted my attention. There are among them a 
great many who have made teaching their life work, 
have been in our schools for a large number of years 
and who, during their time, have rendered excellent 
service. A part of those old teachers have by some 
means kept step with the progress made in our 
school work, and, on account of their long exper- 
ience, are to-day of great value to the school sys- 
tem. There are others, however, who have not been 
able to keep up with the requirements of the age 
and who are to-day, although they have taught for 
half a life time or longer, of not as great value as 
much younger teachers, and in some cases are even 
a detriment to the welfare and progress of our 
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schools. Under ordinary circumstances such teach- 
ers would be dropped from the roll and the school 
system thereby relieved of a dead load, but, the 
Board being composed of human beings, has always 
had sufficient sympathy with such old veterans to 
retain them in service, although they were not de- 
sirable as teachers. It seems hard and cruel to cast 
a person who has given half a life time or more to 
the education of the young, upon the cold world and 
tell them that hereafter they must look for some 
other means of support. If anybody has worked in 
a certain line of business or profession for twenty- 
five or thirty or more years he is hardly young 
enough, nor fit to take hold of something else 
that will afford a living ; furthermore, I think long 
and faithful service should entitle to a deserved rest 
and a life free from any hard burden. In other 
branches of our municipal government a system has 
been inaugurated to pension persons who have been 
in the employ of the city for a certain length of time 
and who have reached a certain age. I do not be- 
lieve that our teachers deserve less consideration 
than other employes of the city, and I desire to 
suggest to the Board the advisability of bringing about 
an agitation to pass a law which will protect our 
teachers after they have grown old and feeble and 
are no longer fit to do active work. 

There are a few other matters upon which I would 
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like to express an opinion, and perhaps offer some 
suggestions, but I prefer to postpone doing so until 
some future time, believing that if the Board would 
act upon the recommendations which I have made, 
the spare time of the members would be fully 
occupied. 

In conclusion I desire to thank the members of 
the Board for the high honor conferred upon me, as 
well as for their ready assistance and sincere support 
accorded me during my term of office , I also desire to 
express my appreciation of the faithful and efficient 
ssrvices rendered by the officers and employes of 
the Board; and to say to our superintendents, 
principals and teachers that I feel that by their 
earnest and harmonious work they have done 
all within their power to promote the interests and 
welfare of our school system.

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To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago: 

The Public Schools of Chicago have had another 
year of successful progress; the general aim and 
purposes have remained essentially the same as 
during the previous year, but there has been suf- 
ficient margin for the individualism of any enterpris- 
ing teacher; any new method, or measure, has been 
cheerfully recognized and accepted, at least for 
trial, which seemed to be for the interests of the 
schools. 

Principals and Teachers have been generally faith- 
ful and earnest in their work; the instructions and 
suggestions of this office in carrying out the wishes 
of the Board have, with hardly an exception, received 
their cordial co-operation. 

But with all our supposed progress, much of which 
I trust will prove real, we seem no nearer perfection 
than before; the farther we advance toward any 
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proposed point, the farther it recedes, leaving us 
only a more extended outlook and a wider horizon.

SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS 

At the close of the year in June there were eleven 
High Schools with 143 teachers and 3,658 pupils; 
167 Grammar and Primary Sohools, and 53 Primary 
Schools. Some of these Schools have several 
Branches. These school buildings have 121,159 
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desks and seats, aside from 7,628 in rented rooms. 
In November, 1890, Washington Heights was an- 
nexed with 19 teachers and 548 pupils.

ATTENDANCE. 

The whole number of different pupils enrolled 
during the year was 146,751, an increase of 11,210 
over that of the previous year; the average daily 
membership was 116,586, an increase of 8,491. The 
number in rented rooms at the close of the year was 
7,528; in double, or half day divisions, 15,773. 

EVENING SCHOOLS. 

A detailed account of the Evening Schools will be 
found in the Report of the Supervisor, There were 
45 schools, with 256 teachers and an enrollment of 
12,060 pupils. The Evening High School had an 
enrollment of 711.

Owing to the increased number of schools and 
the large extension of territory, Alfred Kirk was 
elected as Assistant Supervisor. This extension, 
making it almost impossible for many who desire it, 
to attend the High School, would seem to make a 
High School advisable in each division of the city. 
Some additional practical branches, as Bookkeeping 
and Drawing, might well be introduced into some of 
the other Evening Schools for more advanced pupils.

There were assigned to positions after the annual 
election 529 teachers, and 150 resignations were re- 
ceived. 

With so many applicants for positions and the 
claims of each so urgently pressed upon the atten- 
tion of members of the Board of Education and 
Superintendents, one regular examination became 
almost a necessity, as a means of self-protection. 
It is not supposed that these examinations will al- 
ways secure the best teachers, but they bring our 
choice within fairly reasonable limits, and the suc- 
cessful ones are quite as likely to develop ability in 
the school room as those who fail in the examina- 
tion. 

Our examinations are not competitive, but are to 
determine the eligibility of the candidate. No one 
can be assigned as a regular or substitute teacher 
who does not hold a certificate from our Board; 
whenever additional teachers are needed we try to 
secure those who seem best suited to the vacancies 
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to be filled. Our cadet system enables us to know 
something of the candidate's qualifications and fit- 
ness; our failures are much more frequent among 
those who come to us as experienced teachers, whom 

we have not been able to try as substitutes. 

Nor are our examinations based upon any partic- 
ular text book, or series of books, but are intended 
to embrace those principles with which every teacher 
should be more or less familiar, and also such topics 
as show something of the applicant's general schol- 
arship, habits of thought and power of expression. 

Persons appearing as applicants for positions as 
teachers of History, Literature, Oratory,— and they 
are numerous — should have some knowledge of the 
philosophy, or the facts of history, important in 
their influence upon the progress of the race; and 
some definite and valuable acquaintance with our 
literature beyond what can be skimmed from some 

compilation. 

Experience shows us that few teachers are accom- 
plished in English Grammar, who have not enjoyed 
some critical study of Latin. And why should not 
a student of science have some familiarity with the 
language from which so much of scientific nomen- 
clature is derived? 

There are few subjects in the ordinary High School 
Course in which the teacher should not be pretty 
well grounded; his work as a specialist should come 
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later, but these subjects seem desirable as a basis for 
the average well-balanced student, such as we need 

in our school rooms. 

OUR PRIMARY WORK. 

The first and all important work of the early 
grades is, in my judgment, to learn to read intelli- 
gently,— that prime requisite for all other studies, 
and the key to all the wisdom of the world. As an 
aid in this work they have the examination and study 
of objects, such as are found in the school room, and 
the objects from nature brought in by the teacher, 
or such as the pupils themselves have secured. Pic- 
tures, too, of many different things that cannot be 
readily procured, are made serviceable in our lan- 
guage work. 

For the cultivation of the eye and the hand they 
have drawing, clay moulding, stick-laying, paper- 
cutting, with various exercises fitted to instruct 
them in form and color. In the study of num- 
bers, too, the early work is entirely with the use 
use and handling of objects until they can pass to a 
higher stage and talk of numbers in the abstract* 
In the first grade, nothing beyond this familiar ob- 
jective work should be attempted, unless it be some 
representation on the blackboard. Various appli- 
ances are employed to interest and aid the little 
learners, according to the taste and ability of the 
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teacher, but they are the mere incidents of the work. 
The recent increase in the amount of supplemen- 
tary reading has been of great service in making 
our pupils familiar with right forms of expression, 
enlarging their vocabulary, and introducing them to 
what is good and wholesome in literature. This 
preliminary work may be varied, but not much more 
can be introduced without very serious interference 
with the main work of the early grades, learning 
to read. I sometimes wonder how they do it now. 

OUR GRAMMAR GRADES. 

In the Grammar Grades, the manual work at first 
thought may not seem quite so satisfactory. They 
have largely outgrown the stick-laying, clay-mould- 
ing and paper-cutting, but they have the drawing, 
free-hand mechanical, drawing from objects and 
studies of form; much illustrative drawing is done 
in connection with Geography and History, together 
with construction work in Arithmetic. 

There is always a severe pressure from the makers 
of books and charts, and others, inventive cranks, 
for the introduction of this, that and the other thing 
into these grades. Their proper work is to become 
familiar with the simple principles of Arithmetic 
which shall prepare them for the common business 
of life, gain a knowledge of the leading features of 
Geography, which shall enable them to understand 
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some of the grand movements of the day, and 
know where to look for more definite information, 
to obtain an outline of the history of our own 
country, in its really important events and in its 
intimate relations with other countries; and to 
acquire a taste for good literature, as found in 
biographies, histories, novels and poets. Instead 
of loading down our Grammar Grades with a multi- 
tudinous medley of subjects, it seems to me a much 
wiser course to give our pupils the essentials of 
what belongs to these grades, and advance them 
promptly and intelligently to their graduation from 
the Grammar School at fourteen, or fifteen years 
of age, and let them go to the High, or Manual 
Training School, or engage in some remun- 
erative employment to assist themselves, or their 
parents. 

It is, of course, very pleasant for the Principal to 
keep his bright pupils on the intricacies of fractions, 
per-centage, stocks and exchange, and over the 
little details of history till they are eighteen, or 
nineteen years of age; and they make a pretty 
show on graduation day with their ribboned and 
illustrated essays, equalling the graduates of the 
High School; but they have lost three or four 
years of their growing and productive life and are 
cut off by their age from any higher, broader, or 
more practical education, and can look for nothing 
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better thar\ a clerkship, with no prospect or fitness 
for anything else. 

There are a thousand things in arithmetic over 
which the Principal, may waste his own and his 
pupils time in trying to elucidate them, in which a 
few weeks in Algebra at the High School will en- 
lighten them like the dawn of a new day. No one 
obtains much knowledge of history in school. The 
subject is too large. A simple synopsis can be 
given, and a few salient points made distinct, but 
history must be read after school days are over; 
around these salient points the student must gather 
the lives, the manners and true spirit of the times; 
he must compare, discriminate and decide for him- 
self, — become a thinker, a scholar. 

HIGH SCHOOLS. 

The prime purpose of the High School is to pre- 
pare those who can go no farther, for the business of 
life, and to open up to those who would go farther 
the several avenues of scientific and literary culture 
which they may hereafter desire to follow. 

But the High School has another purpose affecting 
not so many pupils, but in its influence hardly less 
important, — the fitting of boys and girls for college. 
For a High School to number among its graduates 
those who have completed with honor a college 
course, and are to be among the prominent and in- 
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fluential citizens of our city is no small tljing, and is 
one of the most important factors in the usefulness 
of the High School.

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THE ENGLISH HIGH AND MANUAL TRAINING SCHOOL. 

The Manual Training School in connection with 
the High Schools, though in some ways efficient, was 
on the whole, a failure. The pupils were fully re- 
sponsible neither to the one nor the other, and often 
proved delinquent to both. The establishment of 
the English High and Manual Training School, as an 
independent school, under the charge of Jas. F. 
Claflin, was a new departure in our system, and has 
fully justified the thought of those who were most 
interested in the measure. The number of pupils 
has been greatly increased, the work thoroughly 
systematized and carried on with earnestness and 
most commendable interest and success; and the 
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prospect is, that, with the larger accommodations and 
better appliances which have been provided by the 
Board, the number of pupils will be more than 
doubled for the coming year. 

IS TEACHING A PROFESSION? 

It has long been a cause of deep regret and loud 
complaint with many teachers that their calling was 
not regarded as a profession, and many the plans 
devised and resolutions formulated for the attain- 
ment of the desired result, in most cases, I think, 
with little thought of what is implied in a profession, 
or in what way they would be benefited by the pro- 
fessional title. It is worthy of note, too, that in the 
three occupations truly entitled to the name, the per- 
sons engaged in those pursuits are never called by 

■ 

the favored name, but rejoice in the more distinctive 
titles of Rev., Squire or Dr, 

In the first essential of what truly constitutes a 
profession the teachers calling is wanting; the lawyer 
and the doctor are acquainted with certain, or often 
very uncertain, principles of legal or medical lore, 
with which the common citizen is not familiar; and 
the clergyman, in most cases, is more deeply versed 
in the mysteries of theologic discussion than many of 
his parishioners; but with the work of school keep- 
ing, who is not an adept? No calabistic cipher like 
that of the physician, no technical phrasing like that 
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of the lawyer, nor any holy mysticism like that of 
the occupant of the pulpit is needed Have we not all 
been to school, had the reader, spelling book, writ- 
ing book, arithmetic, geography and history? And 
could not we all keep school ourselves if we had 
nothing better to do, and better than half the teach- 
ers, so called, who seem to have no knowledge of 
our children, or their peculiar needs? 

Nor yet in the independence of the position is the 
calling entitled to be called a profession. For that 
rank one must be at liberty to pursue his business 
when and where he will, depending only upon his 
success for his continuance in his chosen employ- 
ment. No one who is subject to an annual election 
by persons holding their place by political, or any 
other preferment, can properly be said to be a mem- 
ber of a profession. And yet this lack of perma- 
nency in the teacher s position, especially in our 
larger towns and cities, is rather imaginary than 
real; there are few branches of business whose oc- 
cupants enjoy a longer lease of life than teachers. 
Should a hundred lawyers, teachers, and merchants 
be selected at a given date, and the determination 
be made at a later period, more teachers, I believe, 
would be found in their places than of those in either 
of the other occupations. If a lawyer or merchant 
is unsuccessful, his failing practice or business quick- 
ly indicates the need of a change, but the teachers 
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tenure does not, save in rare cases, depend upon 
her merits as a teacher, her pupils leave, but their 
places are constantly refilled from other rooms; her 
salary is the same as that of the most successful. 
There are always teachers in our schools who, if de- 
pendent upon their own ability for pupils, would 
long ago have engaged, of necessity, in some other 
occupation better suited to their qualifications. 

OUR HINDRANCES. 

Nor again is the teacher brought by his busi- 
ness into any important connection with the men 
and women who are the active agents in our pro- 
gress and civilization, does not become familiar with 
their thought, their ambitions, their life. While the 
man of affairs, of literary or scientific research, is 
employing his best powers in going onward to higher 
and better conditions of life and usefulness, seeking 
fuller satisfaction for his ever expanding desires, the 
teacher is seeking backward and downward for the 
thoughts and little realizations of childhood, seeking 
to see as the child sees, to think as the child thinks, 
to live the life of the child, that by his self-sacrifice 
he may save some; and with each new year he must 
needs turn back from his present advance to begin 
again the narrow round of elementary principles 
with a new class, different indeed from the last, but 
essentially the same. 
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Furthermore, the products of our labors find no 
place in the markets of the world ; they are not rec- 
ognized in Chambers of Commerce, at the Stock 
Exchange, or on Boards of Trade; their market 
value is not quoted in the morning papers. We are 
engaged in developing character, quickening the in- 
tellect, cultivating the observing and reasoning 
powers, and moulding the manners of our pupils; 
if we make anything of worth, we make men and 
women intelligent, cultivated and refined; but where 
is the measure of our work? Who can say how far 
their successes, or failures, are due to the Public 
School. 

And in an exposition of the industries, the arts 
and the sciences of the age, what can we present of 
the real work and influence of the schools? What 
but a few of the incidents, or accidents, of school 
life, with all the wealth of character, of inspiration, 
of learning, of mental development and earnest 
purpose, left out, — all the essentials omitted? A 
little writing, a little drawing, a little handicraft, — 
the mere froth and fume of our schools exhibited, 
with no chance to show what we are doing in the 
way of making intelligent and worthy citizens, 
students or scholars. 

ITS PROFESSIONAL SIDE. 

But in spite of all these objections there is a pro- 
fessional life for the public school teacher, a life 
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worthy of the best efforts of man or woman: for 
one who cares not for the mere husks of life, but for 
the golden kernel, a life full of present enjoyments 
and future satisfactions. The most worthy of all pur- 
suits is his the training and forming the mind and 
heart of those to whose care and culture the inter- 
ests of our city are so soon to be entrusted. 

To this work must the claimant come with a 
hearty good will, with no wistful glance back to the 
attractions of a mercantile or professional career; 
with a deep love of childhood and an overpowering 
desire to guide and aid it into ways of intelligence, 
industry and usefulness. He must deeply feel and 
realize the grandeur of his pursuit in largely de- 
termining what the life of the coming generation 
shall be. Not that he is to carry the schoolmaster 
into all his social relations, with solemn face and 
thoughtful brow, as if the destiny of unborn millions 
were weighing on his soul; it is indeed a solemn, 
but not a doleful business; the heart should be filled 
with bright hopes at the thought of all these little 
ones committed to his care, finding his sympathies 
quickened, his interest deepened, his nature en- 
larged. Sometimes, too, he may find that the sup- 
posed dolt of the class room is the admired and 
loved leader of the play ground, and that his 
scholastic stupidity is but a worthy protest against 
the stupid methods of instruction. There is nothing 
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that children love better than learning, — not always 
of the best kind, or in the wisest ways; but the 
genuineness of their search after knowledge, after 
truth, is shown by all their child life before entering 
school, by their interminable and often annoying 
questionings, by their runs into the fields, the 
woods, and even into the alleys of the city. 

A FITTING PREPARATION. 

No one should engage in a work like ours, of 
training the children, of making the nation, without 
careful thought and fitting preparation without due 
consideration of the purpose of the school and his 
own purpose in entering upon it, and the eminent 
requirements of those who seek its duties and 
responsibilities. 

No man, perhaps, ever did a nobler work than did 
Horace Mann in his matchless efforts to establish 
Normal Schools in Massachusetts and to impress 
upon the minds and hearts of her citizens the im- 
portance, the sacredness of the work of securing 
properly educated and well trained teachers, men 
and women, for this highest and worthiest of pur- 
suits. It was rather by this revival of interest, this 
conviction of the necessity of a consecrated body of 
well informed teachers, wrought upon the people 
by his untiring labors and burning eloquence than 
by any direct establishment that his success was 
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due. Teachers themselves began to look upon 
their work not as that of menials to be endured for 
a brief term, but as a grand occupation worthy of 
their best services and calling for their best 
preparation, — an occupation for which the highest 
and broadest scholarship was not too good, nor the 
devotion of a life too great a sacrifice. 

The Normal School, I think, has done its great- 
est work in awakening the enthusiasm of its pupils 
to the nobility of their vocation , in creating a true 
spirit of inquiry and investigation into the possi- 
bilities of the teachers influence over the character 
and life of the child, and into the most efficient 
means of reaching his heart and entering into his 
life, that their instruction may be most effective and 
lasting. 

But not to works of Pedagogy and Psychology 
alone must he limit himself, who wishes to advance 
in his chosen vocation. He who restricts himself 
to Pedagogy can hope to become, at best, but a 
pedagogue; a wider range of study and accom- 
plishment is needed for one who would stand up a 
peer of the thinking men and women who guide 
the thought of to-day. Psychology is best studied 
in the class room, on the play ground, or in con- 
versation with the pupils who gather around before 
the opening of school. 

Nor will one become a successful teacher by read- 
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ing the lives and works of Pestalozzi and Froebel. 
It is the spirit of Froebel that must be his inspira- 
tion. But he must take into careful consideration 
the conditions under which these great thinkers 
labored, and see how far their principles and 
methods are now applicable, and not the difference 
between their times and ours, differences in the aims 
and purposes, save in the one grand purpose of 
school life, — to make intelligent, thoughtful and 
high minded men and women. 

The progressive teacher must be ever a student, 
not of children and childish thought alone, but of 
the history , the literature and the poetry of the ages, 
the development of scientific and mechanical dis- 
covery and invention, and keep pace with the pres- 
ent making of history, more important in the 
interests pf humanity than in any preceding age. 

It is only by this deeper and wider culture that 
the teacher is prepared to meet calmly and wisely 
the thousand and one new schemes, devices and 
methods that are continually forced upon his atten- 
tion. 

How many are the discoveries and inventions 
which one who has been in the service fifteen or 
twenty years can recall that have come, had their 
little day, or half day, and given place to others 
equally promising, equally futile, and as short lived? 
Most of these devices have their uses, and some- 
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times important ones, and the wise teacher may call 
them, one and all, to his aid at times, but a higher, 
broader education will lead him to avoid attaching 
himself to any one of the all-pervading %% fads." 

Shut in by the necessities of his calling to the 
companionship of children, and to subjects and 
studies with which he is already familiar, with small 
chance of any mental growth, the teacher should 
seek for closer association with the world outside of 
the school-room, — should keep himself related to 
the men and women who are busy with other 
thoughts and broader enterprises, — should meet as 
man with man on equal terms in discussions and 
conversation upon topics of living interest. 

THE REWARD. 

For one who is heartily in love and sympathy 
with that most wonderful phenomenon of earth, the 
human child, — whose chief joy is in noting and 
aiding its grand unfolding into reasoning and 
worthy manhood and womanhood, — one who can 
keep in touch with the active world, and wisely in 
line with the needs of the child and the just wishes 
of the parent, there is no calling that presents such 
strong attractions, and so noble satisfactions as that 
of the teacher. No preparation can be too broad, 
or too high, if in unselfish devotion he seeks the 
welfare and the uplifting of the little ones, in whose 
confiding trust and single-hearted attachment to 
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their true teacher, are found those saving graces 
that make for the Kingdom of Heaven. 

Day by day, and year by year, our calling is 
lifted to a higher plane; the successful workers are 
held in better esteem; the Public School is receiving 
more and more the attention and study of the 
thinking, intelligent portion of the community. 
And if true to our calling no highei title need one 
seek than that which stands highest on the page of 
the world's history, — The Great Teacher. 

In closing this, my last report to the Board of 

Education, after thirty-four years of service under 

its direction, I desire to express my heartfelt thanks 

for its uniform support of my plans in the interests 

of the schools, and its efficient aid in furthering 

those plans; to my assistants for their ever loyal 

and earnest support in all my purposes, and their 

ever ready advice in matters of real interest; and 

to the Principals and Teachers, who have ever given 

their cordial co-operation to all my suggestions and 

instructions in carrying out the will and purposes of 

the Board. To each and all I extend my sincere 

thanks, and most hearty wishes for the future 

progress and success of the Public Schools of the 

City of Chicago.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE

BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 



To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago: 

Your Committee on Buildings and Grounds pre- 
sents the following report of work accomplished 
during the past school year in the way of the pur- 
chase of school sites, the erection of new buildings, 
and repairs and improvements on old buildings. 

SCHOOL SITES. 

Upon the re- organization of the Business Depart- 
ment of the Board of Education in July, 1 890, caused 
by annexation, the supervision of the matter of the 
purchase of school sites was assigned as one of the 
duties of the Committee on Buildings and Grounds; 
consequently the Committee has been in charge of 
this important branch of the business of the Board 
during the entire year. 

The purchase of the following described sites, 
which were under consideration by the City Council 
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at the close of the last school year, was consumma- 
ted during the year and vouchers for the same were 
issued : 

For the relief of the Brighton School District: 
288 x 125 feet on the southeast corner of Yorktown 
and Thirty-fourth Streets, for the sum of $5,000. 

For the relief of the Humboldt School: 223 x 125 
feet, located on Maplewood avenue, east front, be- 
tween Waubansia and North Avenues, for the sum of 
$8,100. 

For relief of a growing settlement south of the 
Wisconsin R. R. and west of West Fortieth Street: 
250 x 125 feet, located on West Forty-first Street, 
west front, between Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
Streets, for the sum of $5,000. 

For relief of Western portion of D. S. Wentworth 
School District; 200 x 124.7, located on the north- 
east corner of Wood and Seventieth Streets, in 
Englewood on the Hill, for the sum of $3,200. 

On Sangamon street^ between Sixtieth and Sixty- 
first Streets: At the meeting of October 15, 1890, 
there was presented a voucher for the purchase of a 
school site located on Sangamon street, between 
Sixtieth and Sixty-first Streets, (200 x 125 feet), in 
the sum of $3,816.41, of which $3,500 was for the 
original purchase money, and $316.41 for interest 
from July 1, 1889, to July 1, 1891. This site was 
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purchased on time payment, prior to annexation, by 
the Board of Education of the Town of Lake. 

The Committee has advertised, during the year, 
for proposals to sell ground, for use as school sites, 
in the following described localities: 

For relief of Kensington School District: At the 
meeting of July 23, 1890, authority was granted to 
advertise for proposals to sell ground for a school site 
to take the place of the old Kensington School site, 
which was not suitably located to accommodate the 
District. No location satisfactory to the Committee 
was submitted at this time, and at the meeting of 
January 7, 1891, authority was granted to re-adver- 
tise. The Committee, at the meeting of February 
4, 1891, recommended the purchase, for the sum of 
$7,000, subject to taxes and special assessments 
levied in 1890, and payable on or before May 1, 
1891, of 243 feet, north front on Stanwood Avenue, 
between Michigan Avenue and State Street, by an 
average depth of 124^ feet, and the City Council, 
at the meeting of April 9, concurred in this recom- 
mendation, and authority was granted to purchase 
the same. The voucher for the purchase of this site 
was presented and ordered to be paid April 20, 1891. 

For relief of Argyle Park District: At the meet- 
ing of August 6, 1890, authority was granted to 
advertise for proposals to sell to the City, for use as 
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a school site, ground in Argyle Park, and the Com- 
mittee, at the meeting of August 20, 1890, recom- 
mended the purchase, for the sum of $3,200, of 
100 feet south of and adjacent to the site which had 
been previously purchased by the Town of Lake 
View, prior to annexation, the old site being located 
corner of Winthrop avenue and North Fifty ninth 
street. The City Council, at their meeting of Sep- 
ber 16. 1890, concurred in this recommendation, and 
authority was granted to purchase the property, and 
at the meeting of the Board of Education, held 
October 15, the voucher for its purchase was pre- 
sented, and it was ordered to be paid. 

For relief of Calhoun School District; The Com- 
mittee, at the regular meeting held September 3, 

1890, asked authority to advertise for proposals to 
sell ground for a school site on which to erect a 
building to relieve the Calhoun School, which had 
become very much crowded. No suitable site hav- 
ing been offered, authority was granted to re-adver- 
tise November 26, and at the meeting of March 4, 

1891, the Committee recommended the purchase, 
for the sum of $11,250, of 225 x 148^ feet, located 
on the northeast corner of Lexington and Sacra- 
mento Avenues. This recommendation was pre- 
sented to the City Council for their concurrence. 
At the meeting of the Council of June 29, 1891, it

was ordered that this recommendation of the 
Board be placed on file. 

For relief of Brighton Park School District: 
There came into the hands of the Committee from 
the old Committee on School Sites and District 
Boundaries proposals to sell ground for a school 
site for the accommodation of the Brighton Park 
School District, the present site being located im- 
mediately adjacent to railroad tracks, and on the 
extreme east site of the territory to be accommo- 
dated, and at the meeting of September 3, 1890, 
the Committee recommended the purchase, for the 
sum of $4,800, of 8 lots corner of Grant Ave- 
nue and Smith Street, in Block 3 of Kelleys Addi- 
tion; after the recommendation was submitted to 
the City Council it was found that Mr. Kelley had 
disposed of one of the above described lots, and 
at the meeting of October 1, 1890, the Commtitee 
recommended the purchase, for the sum of $4,800. 
of 216.85 x 125 feet, located on the southwest cor- 
ner of Geneva Stret and Washtenaw Avenue. 
This recommendation was submitted to the City 
Council for their concurrence, and at their meeting 
of October 13, 1890, they concurred in this recom- 
mendation. The voucher for the purchase of the 
property was presented November 12, 1890, and it 
was ordered to be paid. 

For relief of Lawndale School District: Author- 
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ity was granted, at the meeting held October 1, 
1890, to advertise for proposals to sell ground for 
a school site to relieve the Lawndale School, 
and at the meeting of February 18, 1891, the Com- 
mittee recommended the purchase, for the sum of 
$12, 500, of 250 feet, west front, on Clifton Park 
Avenue, south of and near Ogden Avenue, with a 
depth of 146^£ feet. This recommendation was 
submitted to the City Council for their concur- 
rence, and at their meeting held June 8, 1891, it was 
ordered that this recommendation of the Board be 
placed on file. 

For relief of Cooper and Froebel Schools: In 
order to secure a school site on which to erect a 
school building to relieve the Cooper and Froebel 
Schools, both of which schools have been for a 
long time unable to accommodate the pupils seek- 
ing admission thereto, authority was granted to 
advertise for proposals to sell ground for this pur- 
pose at the meeting of November 12, 1890, and at 
the meeting of December 10, 1890, the Committee 
recommended the purchase, for the sum of $13,500 r 
and taxes of 1890, of 225 feet on West Eighteenth 
Street south front, beginning 25 feet east of Robey 
street, with a depth of 125.45 feet This recom- 
mendation was submitted to the City Council for 
their concurrence, and the City Council, at their 
meeting of February 2, 1891 ordered the recom- 
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mendation to be placed on file. At the meeting of 
the Board of March 4, the Committee renewed 
their recommendation for the purchase of this site, 
being satisfied in their own minds that this location 
best suited the pupils who would be obliged to at- 
tend, and the City Council, at their meeting held 
June 8, 1891, again concurred in the report of the 
Committee on Schools, recommending that the 
recommendation be placed on file. 

For relief of the Walsh and Garfield Schools: The 
Committee, at the regular meeting held November 
12, 1891, asked for authority to advertise for pro- 
posals to sell ground for a school site for the re- 
lief of the Walsh and Garfield Schools, which was 
granted. No response was received to this adver- 
tisement. The whole of this territory is occupied 
by manufacturing establishments, and tenements 
from which come a very large number of children. 
The Garfield, Foster and Washburne Schools, lo- 
cated north of the C, B. & Q. and WisconsinC en- 
tral R. R. tracks, are within a compass of four 
blocks east and west, and six blocks north and 
south, the Garfield and Washburne being within 
two blocks of the Wisconsin Central tracks; and 
the Walsh School south of the C, B. & Q. tracks 
is located corner of Johnson and Twentieth streets, 
on a large lot, with two buildings accommo- 
dating 1,450 pupils (27 rooms). Notwithstand- 
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ing the provisions which have been made for this 
district, the Board has been obliged to rent rooms 
in the immediate vicinity of the Walsh School, 
and an independent School has been organized 
which is known as the South Halsted Street School, 
with nine teachers, besides Principal and Head 
Assistant, and nearly 300 pupils. 

For relief of Greenwood Avenue School, Hyde 
Park; The Committee was authorized, at the 
meeting of November 12, 1890, to advertise for 
proposals to sell to the city, for a school site 
ground in order to afford relief to the Greenwood 
Avenue School District, and at the meeting held 
November 26, 1890, the Committee recommended 
the purchase, for the sum of $40,500, of 189 x 194^ 
feet on the northeast corner of Ellis Avenue and 
Forty-sixth Street. At the meeting of January 22, 
1891, sundry communications from residents in the 
vicinity of the site recommended were presented 
protesting against the location of a school build- 
ing at this point and at the same meeting the ac- 
tion of November 26th, was rescinded, and steps 
are being taken to erect a new building on the old 
site, corner of Greenwood Avenue and Forty-sixth 
Street 

For relief of Suher Street School: The Com- 
mittee, at their meeting of January 7, 1S91, recom- 
mended the purchase, for the sum of 15,000, of 
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100 x 165 feet south of and adjacent to the Sulzer 
Street School lot, Ravenswood, which was con- 
curred in by the Board, and the purchase thereof 
was authorized by the City Council, February 16, 
1891. The voucher for the purchase of this prop- 
erty was presented to the Board May 13, 1891, and 
it was ordered to be paid. 

For relief of Roseland School District; The 
Committee was authorized, at the meeting of Jan- 
uary 22, 1891, to advertise for proposals to sell 
ground for a school site within the limits bounded 
on the north by 107th Street, on the south by 110th 
Street, on the east by Michigan Avenue, and on the 
west by Wentworth Avenue; and at the meeting of 
April 1, 1891, they recommended'the acceptance of 
the proposition of Messrs. Van Vlissingen & Co. 
to donate, for use as a school site, 200 x 124.95 
feet located on the south side of 108th Place, com- 
mencing 212 feet east of Wentworth Avenue, and 
to sell 75 feet front, west of and adjacent to the 
same, for the sum of $1,350, provided the Board 
commenced the erection of an eight-room building 
on said property on or before September 1, 1891. 
The donation was accepted by the City Council 
and authority was granted to purchase, for the sum 
of $1,350, the 75 feet additional, June 8, 1891. 
The voucher for the purchase of this property had 
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not been presented to the Board at the close of 
the school year. 

School Site in Edgewater; There was presented 
to the Board, at the meeting of February 4, 1891, 
a petition of residents of Edgewater for the pur- 
chase of ground, for use as a school site, in Edge- 
water, and calling attention to certain lots on 
Winthrop Avenue, between Ardmore and Thorn- 
dale Avenues as suitable for such use, and the 
Committee, at the meeting of February 18, 1891, 
recommended the purchase of 250 x 150 feet, 
located as above, for the sum of $12,250, which 
was concurred in by the City Council, April 13, 
1891, and vouchers for its purchase were approved 
by the Board, June 10, 1891, and it was ordered to 
be paid. 

School Site in Lake View; The Committee was 
authorized, at the meeting of February 19, 1891, to 
advertise for proposals to sell ground, for use as a 
school site, within the limits bounded north by 
Sulzer Street, south by Addison Street, east by 
Lake Michigan, and west by Clark Street, and at 
the meeting of March 18, 1891, they recommended 
the purchase, for the sum of $17,500, of 242 x 142 
feet, located on the northeast corner of Sheffield 
Avenue and Grace Street. This recommendation 
was concurred in by the City Council March 30, 
1891, and authority was granted to purchase the 
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same. The voucher for the purchase of this site 
was presented to the Board April 15, 1891, and it 
was ordered to be paid. 

For relief of Maplewood School: At the meet- 
ing of March 18, 1891, authority was granted to 
advertise for proposals to sell to the city, ground 
for use as a school site, located within the limits 
bounded on the north by Belmont Avenue, on the 
south by Humboldt Boulevard, on the east by 
Webster Avenue, and on the west by Wallace 
Avenue, and the Committee recommended, at the 
meeting of May 13, 1891, the purchase, for the 
sum of $6,000, and special assessment for sewer 
on Diversey Avenue, of 250 x 125 feet, located on 
Linden Avenue, west front, between Evergreen and 
Diversey Avenues. This recommendation was 
concurred in by the City Council, June 8, 1891, and 
the voucher for the purchase of the site was pre- 
sented to the Board, June 10, 1891, and it was 
ordered to be paid. 

For the relief of Avondale School; At the meet- 
ing of March 18, 1891, the Committee asked 
authority to advertise for proposals to sell ground 
for use as a school site, within the limits bounded 
on the north by Belmont Avenue, on the east by 
Wallace Avenue, and on the south and west by 
Milwaukee Avenue. No satisfactory proposals 
having been received in response to this advertise- 
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ment, the Committee recommended that all pro- 
posals submitted be rejected, and that they be 
authorized to re-advertise, which request was granted, 
and at the meeting of May 27, 1891, they recom- 
mended the purchase of the following described 
sites, the one for the relief of the Avondale School, 
and the other for the relief of the Elston Road 
School, to-wit: For relief of the Avondale School, 
297 x 123 feet, corner of Sheridan and Garden 
Avenues, for the sum of $6,100; For relief of 
Elston Road School, 200 x 124 feet, located on Ham- 
mond Avenue, south of and adjacent to the Elston 
Road School lot, for the sum of $3,900. The Com- 
mittee on Schools of the City Council reported in 
favor of the purchase of the site, corner of Sheffield 
and Garden Avenues, June 29, 1891, but no action 
had been taken by the City Council at the close of 
the school year. At the meeting of the City Coun- 
cil held July 20, 1891, they concurred in the recom- 
mendation of the Committee on Schools, to place on 
file the recommendation of the Board to purchase 
ground on Hammond Avenue, south of and adjacent 
to the present Elston Road School site. 

Addition to Irving Park School lot: At the meet- 
ing of April 15, 1891, the Committee recommended 
the purchase, for the sum of $1,000, of 50 x 173 feet 
located north of and adjacent to the present Irving 
Park School lot, which was concurred in by the 
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Board, and sent to the City Council for their con- 
currence. This recommendation was concurred in 
by the City Council, May 25, 1891. The voucher 
tor the purchase of this site was not presented up to 
the close of the school year. 

Addition to Jefferson High School lot: At the 
meeting of April 15, 1891, the Committee recom- 
mended the purchase, for the sum of $2,000, ot 
50 x 155 feet north of and adjacent to the Jefferson 
High School lot. This recommendation was con- 
curred in by the City Council, May 25, 1891, and the 
voucher for its purchase was presented to the Board 
June 24, 1891. 

Kimbark Avenue, between Fifty-sixth and Fifty- 
seventh Streets: At the meeting of April 15, 1891, 
authority was granted to advertise for proposals to 
sell ground, for use as a school site, located within 
the limits bounded on the north by 55th Street, on 
the south by 57th Street, on the east by Monroe 
Avenue, and on the west by Woodlawn Avenue ; and 
at the meeting of April 29, 1891, the Board, upon 
the recommendation of the Committee, accepted, 
subject to the concurrence of the City Council a 
proposition to sell, for the sum of $25,625, 200 x 
175 feet, located on Kimbark Avenue, west front, 
between Fifty-sixth and Fifty-seventh Streets. The 
City Council concurred in the action of the Board 
at the meeting of June 8, 1891. The voucher for 
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the purchase of this site had not been presented 
to the Board at the close of the school year. 

For relief of Lake View School No. i; There 
was presented to the Board, at the regular meeting 
April 29, 1891, a proposition from Henry M. Peters 
to sell to the city, for use as a school site, for the 
sum of $30,000, ground adjacent to the present 
Lake View No. 1 School lot, which was referred to 
the Committee on Buildings and Grounds. The 
Committee after sundry conferences with Mr. Peters, 
recommended to the Board, at the meeting of June 
10, the acceptance of a proposition to sell, for the 
sum of $18,000, of 116.4 x 125 feet, located on 
Evanston Avenue, adjacent to the present school 
site. This recommendation was concurred in by 
the Board and the City Council was requested to 
give their assent to such purchase. No action had 
been taken by the City Council on this request at 
the close of the year, but at the meeting of July 21, 
1891, it was ordered that the request be placed on 
file. 

BUILDINGS OPENED ' DURING THE YEAR. 

The following new school buildings, and additions 

to old buildings, were opened during the past year: 

* 

Clarke School Building: The south wing of this 
building was opened in May, 1890, and the north 
wing was opened in December, 1890. In this in- 
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stance, two wings of two rooms each were torn 
down, and replaced by two wings of six rooms each, 
by this means, making a building of twenty-two 
rooms and Assembly Hall, providing accommodations 
for 1.225 pupils. 

George H. Thomas School Building: This build- 
ing was opened at the beginning of the school year, 
September, 1890. It is a twelve-room building, 
affording accommodations tor 762 pupils. 

Hammond and Horace Mann School Buildings: 
These buildings were opened at the commencement 
of the school year. They are similar in construc- 
tion, each having 15 rooms and an Assembly Hall, 
furnishing accommodations for 810 pupils each. 

Mulligan School Building: This building was 
also opened in September, 1890; it has 17 rooms 
and an Assembly Hall, and accommodates 918 
pupils. 

Ryerson School Building: This building was 
opened in March, 1891; it has 15 rooms and an 
Assembly Hall and accommodates 810 pupils. The 
opening of this building was delayed several months 
on account of want of sewer and water connections, 
the sewers and water mains not having been ex- 
tended to this lot. 

Longfellow School Building: This building was 
opened in May, 1891. It has 13 rooms and an 
Assembly Hall, with seating capacity for 702 pupils.

There were also opened during the year the fol- 
lowing school buildings in the recently Annexed 
Territory, contracts for the erection of which had 
been awarded prior to annexation, but which were 
completed under the supervision of the Committee 
on Buildings and Grounds : 

Graham School Building: This building is a 
second building on the lot, and was opened Septem- 
ber, 1890; it contains 12 rooms and an Assembly 
Hall, with a seating capacity for 566 pupils. 

Hedges School Building: This building was 
opened January, 1891; it is a two-story building with 
12 rooms, the rooms of the lower floor only being 
finished off at the present time. 

Brainerd School Building: This building was 
opened Oct. 1, 1890; it is an eight-room building, 
and will accommodate, when all the rooms are com- 
pleted, 384 pupils. 

Auburn Park School Building: Opened March 
1, 1891, has eight rooms, and will accommodate 400 
pupils. 
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The erection of the addition to the Carpenter School 
building also involved an expenditure ol $14,442.73 
for changes in the old building in order to make 
the necessary connections with such addition, which 
amount includes $5,510.73 for ventilation, electric 
valve service, and sundry changes in steam pipe. 

There is provided in the North- West Division High 
School, in addition to the fifteen class rooms, large 
rooms for gymnasium, for drawing classes, for lec- 
ture room, and for laboratory. 

In the case of the W. C Goudy School building, 
at Argyle Park, the plans of this building are so 
drawn that when the district fills up, an addition of 
eight rooms can be made. 

RENTED BUILDINGS AND ROOMS. 

The rapid increase in population in certain por- 
tions of the city, and also scattering settlements in 
recently annexed portions of the city, where it be- 
came absolutely necessary to provide some accom- 
modations for such pupils as were too far distant from 
the school buildings now in use to attend school, has 
compelled the Committee to recommend a large in- 
crease in the number of rented buildings and rooms. 

The following statement shows the rooms rented 
by the Board at the beginning of the school year, 
1891-92, giving school relieved, location, monthly 
rental, seating capacity, and number of pupils at- 
tending during the month of October, 1891:

The Blue Island Avenue, Boulevard, South Hal- 
sted Street and William Avenue Schools are accom- 
modated entirely in rented buildings, no permanent 
buildings having been furnished for these schools. 
In the case of the Boulevard School, a building was 

erected especially for the accommodation of this 
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school prior to annexation of Section 36, Town ot 
Jefferson, and during the past year the owner of the 
building has added four rooms to the building by the 
erection of an additional story. The Russell Branch 
of the Hoffman Avenue School, also located in 
Section 36, Town of Jefferson, was erected for the 
reliel of the Hoffman Avenue School prior to an- 
nexation. The two rooms rented for the Deaf Mute 
Schools are in locations where there are no available 
rooms in the neighboring schools. Branch No, 1 of 
the Avondale School, which is not accounted for in 
the above statement, is owned by the city, and is 
known as the Elston Road Branch of the Avondale 
School. 

The buildings in course of erection will, in all 
probability, do away with the following rented 
rooms : 

The John Crerar School building, which will open 
on or about January 1st, will provide for the pupils 
in the Branch of the Brainard, for which a rental of 
$120 per month is paid. 

The Bancroft School building, which will probably 
open on or about January 1st, will provide for the 
pupils in the Branches of the Humboldt School, 
which cost $163 per month. 

The opening of the addition to the Ellen Mitchell 
(old Oakley) School building, which will probably 
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be ready for occupancy shortly after January 1st, 
will dispense with Branches, which cost $110 per 
month. 

The Beale School building, when opened, which 
will probably take place shortly after January 1st, 
will dispense with the Branches of the Kershaw 
School, which cost $90 per month. 

The Champlin School building, when opened, 
which will occur probably on or shortly after January 
1st, will provide for the pupils now attending at the 
Branch of the Lewis School, which costs $70 per 
month. 

The opening of the W. C. Goudy School build- 
ing, at Argyle Park, will provide for the pupils at 
the Argyle Park Branch of the Andersenville 
School, for which a rental of $25 per month is paid. 

The opening of the addition to the Sherwood 
School building will provide for pupils in attendance 
at the Branch of said School, for which a rental of 
$50 per month is paid.

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CONCURRENCE OF CITY COUNCIL IN PURCHASE OF 
SCHOOL SITES, AND ERECTION OF BUILDINGS. 

Much delay in providing the necessary accommo- 
dations for the relief of overcrowded districts is 
occasioned by the failure of the City Council to take 
prompt action in concurring in the recommendations 
of the Board for the purchase of new sites and the 
erection of new buildings. 

The School Law provides that the Board of Edu- 
cation shall have power, with the concurrence of the 
City Council: 

First. — To erect or purchase buildings suitable 
for school houses, and keep the same in repair. 

Second. — To buy or lease sites for school houses, 
with the necessary grounds. 

Upon action by the Board looking to the purchase 
of a school site, or the erection of a new building, 
notice of such action is presented to the meeting of 
the City Council on the Monday evening succeeding 
the action of the Board, and is referred by the City 
Council to their Committee on Schools. In a few 
instances, where the matter has been pressed by 
those interested, early action has been taken, but in 
most cases these references remain in the hands of 
the Committee for several weeks, and when reported 
on by the Committee to the Council, almost invaria- 
bly the consideration of the report is laid over, and 
may not be taken up for final action until two, three,

or four weeks have elapsed. Meanwhile, the hands 
of the Board are tied, and no further steps can be 
taken by the Board till action is taken by the City 
Council. These recommendations to the Council 
are first carefully considered by the Committee on 
Buildings and Grounds, and no recommendation is 
presented to the Board for their action till the Com- 
mittee is fully satisfied of the needs of the District 
to be relieved either by the purchase of a site, or 
the erection of a building. Very probably much 
delay in action by the City Council is occasioned by 
inadvertence, or the great pressure of other very 
important business, but it would be a very great 
help to the Board if their recommendations could 
receive earlier attention. 

ABATING THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 

During the past four years your Committee has 
made an earnest endeavor to conform to the City 
Ordinance in reference to the abatement of smoke. 
Some one of a dozen different devices were intro- 
duced from time to time under the boilers in 45 
school buildings, to the end that some of them 
might accomplish the desired result. The devices 
used, with one exception, depend upon a steam jet 
to siphon the air to furnaces, and require a pressure 
of steam of at least 25 pounds on boilers to have 
them operated with any degree of success. The 
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complete combustion of coal is as yet a difficult 
problem, and from the experience and observation 
had with the different devices already in use, the 
Committee is not prepared to recommend any one 
for adoption. 

The Committee, will, however, continue to investi- 
gate the merits of new devices, and trust they may 
be able, in the near future, to find a device or sys- 
tem which will prove satisfactory. 

REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS ON OLD BUILDINGS. 

The following repairs have been made, under the 
supervision of the Chief Engineer: 

The two small fans for ventilating the new Mar- 
quette School building,and the exhaust fan used in the 
old building, being found inadequate to effectually ac- 
complish the work required, they were removed, and 
large sized fans were substituted therefor. These 
changes have proved very satisfactory. 

The two engines used for ventilation at the Walsh 
School building were taken out, and a new engine 
was set up in the basement of the old building, 
which furnished power for the ventilating fans in 
both buildings, and the capacity of the ventilating 
flues in the old building has been increased. 

Tempering radiators have been placed in the blast 
chambers of several of the school buildings, to tem- 
per the air before reaching the indirect heating coils 
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in order to avoid drafts of cold air in changing the 
tempering dampers from hot to cold air, and connec- 
tions were made with these radiators in order to 
utilize the exhaust steam from the engines. 

The radiators in four of the rooms on the east 
side of the third floor of the City Hall, occupied by 
the Offices of the Board in the City Hall were re- 
moved, and wall coils under the windows substituted 
therefor, in order to temper the cold air fiom said 
windows. 

The radiators in the office of the Principal and in 
the recitation room at the Melville W. Fuller School 
building, being found inadequate, they were re- 
moved, and wall coils were substituted therefor. 

The heating and ventilating apparatus in the 
Hedges School building, the contract for which was 
awarded by the Board of Education of the District 
prior to annexation, were found to be both inade- 
quate and defective. The entire apparatus, as orig- 
inally constructed, was removed, and a new appa- 
ratus substituted therefor similar to those now in use 
in other school buildings, and the brick venti- 
lating flues were extended through the roof. 

The forge room of the English High and Manual 
Training School was heated by a ceiling coil , the 
forges were connected with an exhaust chamber on 
the roof of the building by means of galvanized iron 
pipes; and an exhaust fan was placed in the chamber 
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in order to draw off the smoke from the forges. New 
shafting and machinery were also connected in this 
room. 

A new room fitted up for optical studies, on the 
fourth floor of the West Division High School 
building, was heated by direct and indirect radiators, 
and ventilating pipes connected with the main ex- 
haust chamber. 

The new outside water closets at the Burr School 
building, and a basement room in the old school 
building, were heated by steam from the boilers ot 
the new building. 

Specifications were drawn, and contracts awarded, 
for sundry alterations, additions, and repairs to the 
heating apparatus of twenty- two school buildings. 

The boilers of the heating apparatus in the var- 
ious school buildings were examined by the City 
Inspector of Steam Boilers, and such repairs as were 
recommended by him were made. 

The boys' and girls' closet rooms in fourteen, 
school buildings were connected with the main ven- 
tilating shafts, of the respective buildings in order 
to insure perfect ventilation. 

FURNACES AND STOVES. 

The furnaces in seven school buildings, which 
were in a very bad condition, were repaired in all 
cases where their condition warranted the expendi- 
ture necessary to make them available for another 
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year's service, and the balance were replaced by new 
furnaces. In the remaining school buildings heated 
by furnaces, such repairs, in the way of new grates, 
linings, etc., were made, as were found necessary to 
ensure safety and satisfactory heating during the 
coming winter. 

A new furnace was furnished for heating the halls 
of the Jefferson Park School building. The Brain- 
erd and Scanlan School buildings were fitted up 
with furnaces, and also unfinished rooms which were 
prepared for 4 use at the Park Manor, Park Side, Dun- 
can Avenue, Woodlawn and Cummings School 
buildings; and the room heaters formerly in the 
Tilden School building were repaired and set up in 
the Bowmanville School building. 

Three rooms which were fitted up at the D. S. 
Wentworth School building, four additional rooms 
at the Boulevard School building, and six additional 
rooms at the Kershaw School building, were fur- 
nished with stoves, and ventilation was secured by 
separate galvanized iron pipe extended through the 
roofs of the respective buildings; and a large num- 
ber of rooms, and new outside closets at the Shel- 
don, Calumet Avenue and Vedder Street Schools 
were also heated by stoves. 

PLUMBING, GAS-FITTING, ETC. 

Frequent complaints have been made of the un- 
sanitary condition of the Kershaw School building, 
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by reason of the unsatisfactory working of the 
Smead Dry Closet System. The Company was 
notified of these defects, and after an investigation 
by a representative of the Company certain changes 
were made by them in the hope that all cause for 
complaint would be removed; such changes were 
made in December last. The system is still far from 
satisfactory, and the only effective remedy appears 
to be to remove them to the outside of the building. 

The old lead urinal troughs in the closets of 15 
school buildings were removed, and replaced by 
slate urinal stalls. The old outside closet rooms 
of several buildings were remodeled by reducing the 
number of seats, and increasing the number of urinal 
stalls, lined with galvanized iron. 

The outside closet vaults and drinking fountains 
at the Boulevard School building were connected 
with the main sewer in the street. The sewer on 
the Kershaw School grounds was taken up, and 
relaid, and connections were made with the sewer 
on Winter Street. 

The necessary water and gas connections were 
made in fitting up laboratories in the West Divis- 
ion High, Lake View High, Hyde Park High, and 
Lake High School buildings. 

The contract for the plumbing work at the Au- 
burn Park School building was awarded by the old 
Board of Education of the District, but upon put- 
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ting in the work it was found that the specifications 
were not drawn so as to comply with the rules adopt- 
ed by the Department of Health of the city, there- 
fore it became necessary to make changes in the 
work, which involved an additional expenditure of 
$350. 

The ventilation of the Webster School building 
has been very unsatisfactory, and a new system was 
introduced from which good results have been ob- 
tained. 

The vaults of outside closets were thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected. 

Gas fixtures were supplied in twelve school build- 
ings, either for the purpose of lighting rooms occu- 
pied by Evening School classes, or Assembly Halls 
in buildings where needed for holding the closing 
exercises of the Schools. 

The following repairs and improvements have 
been made in school buildings and grounds, under 
the supervision of the Business Manager: 

Rising partitions, separating two school rooms, 
have been put in at the North Division High and 
Brenan School buildings; bridges have been con- 
structed at the Raymond and Wells School build- 
ings, in order to make a covered passage-way be- 
tween the two buildings on the lot, in each instance; 
additional windows have been placed in 23 build- 
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ings; shingle roofs of 20 buildings have been re- 
paired; entrance steps of 13 buildings have been 
remodeled; the entrances of 8 buildings have been 
remodeled; storm doors have been constructed at 31 
buildings; outside cement sidewalks have been laid 
in front of the Goodrich and Marquette School lots; 
earth and cinder filling was placed on 34 school 
lots; black earth was placed on 10 school lots; in 
side sidewalks have been either repaired or re-built 
on 58 school lots; outside wooden sidewalks have 
been laid in front of 51 school lots; new sidewalks 
have been laid on 18 school lots; new fences have 
been put up on 19 school lots; fences have been 
either repaired or renewed on 106 school lots; new 
outhouses have been constructed for 10 school 
buildings; roofs of 5 buildings have been strength- 
ened; gravel roofs of 27 buildings have been re- 
paired; slate and metal roofs of 67 buildings have 
• been repaired; recitation rooms have been fitted 
up in 7 buildings; new class rooms have been 
finished off in 11 buildings, besides remodeling the 
Jefferson High School building, and fitting up a 
biological laboratory at the Lake View High School 
building; 44 rooms have been fitted up in rented 
buildings and rooms; new coal sheds have been con- 
structed for 4 buildings; the floors in 8 buildings 
have been relaid complete, besides a partial renewal 
in 20 other buildings; cement floors have been re- 
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paired in 18 buildings; the windows of 12 buildings 
have been caulked; the blackboards of 79 buildings 
have been repaired; the interior woodwork of 20 
buildings has been either painted and grained, or 
hard oil finished, and the exteriors of 9 buildings 
have been painted; the walls and ceilings of t>7 
buildings have been calcimined complete, besides 
single rooms and corridors of several other build- 
ings; the basement rooms of 35 buildings have been 
whitewashed; Venetian blinds have been furnished 
for 6 buildings; opaque window shades have been 
put up at 56 buildings; the desks of 13 buildings 
have been scraped and shellaced, besides rooms in 
three other buildings; a room has been fitted up at 
the south end of the corridor of the third floor of the 
City Hall for the use of the Compulsory Education 
Department; picture moulding has been put up in 8 
buildings; 84 class rooms in 34 buildings have been 
re-seated; 24 large bookcases and 363 small book- 
cases have been made and put up, besides 32 ward- 
robes, 3 apparatus cases, 2 cases for supplies, and 2 
closets for engineers; 25 number tables have been 
made and placed in 14 buildings; 76 Teachers tables 
have been made, and placed in 31 buildings; cases 
for models have been made and placed in 17 build 
ings; 9 Principals desks have been made and sup- 
plied to as many school buildings; laboratory tables 
have been made and put up at the North-West 
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Division High, the Hyde Park High, Lake High 
and Lake View High School buildings.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 

ON THE 

ENGLISH HIGH and MANUAL TRAIN- 
ING SCHOOL. 

To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago: 

Your Committee on the English High and Man- 
ual Training School begs leave to make the follow- 
ing report: 

During the past year an important change has 
been made in this department of the public schools. 
For several years the Board of Education had sup- 
ported a Manual Training Department at the old 
Central High School building on Monroe Street. 
Pupils from the various High Schools had been 
allowed in the afternoon to go to this shop where 
they were taught carpenter work and pattern- mak- 
ing, and some instruction was given in moulding and 
casting in soft metal. But this method, which has 
answered very well in some smaller cities, did not 
seem to meet the wants of a city like Chicago. 

The rapid growth of the city, the extension of its 
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boundaries, and the growing interest in the subject 
of Manual Training, seemed to your Committee to 
warrant a change and a radical advance along this 
line. It seemed to them that among a dozen High 
Schools in the city, there was room for at least one 
Public High School where the Mechanic Arts should 
have distinct recognition. 

They saw that other large cities of the country 
were already provided with such schools, or were 
actively preparing to establish them, and it seemed 
to your Committee that the time had arrived when 
the second city in the Union in manufactures and 
commerce should recognize her obligations to her 
commercial and manufacturing industries. 

Early in the year, therefore, your Committee re- 
ported to the Board, and the Board adopted a 
scheme for a school to be called the English High 
and Manual Training School, to be of the same 
grade as the other High Schools of the city, but with 
somewhat different functions, and as some of its 
features are radical departures from the old High 
School Courses a brief explanation of their reasons 
for these changes may be acceptable here. 

First. The Course is for three years instead of 
four. In shortening the Course, your Committee 
had in mind those pupils coming from families of 
limited means, on whom the expense of educating 
their children comes as a considerable burden, and 
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who can scarcely spare the help of the older boys 
to so late an age as is required to complete a four 
years course, and yet who will, for the sake of the 
diploma, attempt a three years course, while those 
wishing a four years course can be easily provided 
for by a year of post-graduate study if there are a 
sufficient number of them to warrant the Board in 
making such provision. 

Second. But the most important departure is in the 
nature of the studies. As there are ten city High 
Schools in which foreign languages, both ancient 
and modern, are taught, your Committee thought 
it best to exclude those studies from this school and 
divide the time equally between purely mental 
studies and those which involve the education of 
the hand and eye Instead of translating Latin into 
English, and English into Latin, the pupil would 
learn to translate the drawing into the material ob- 
ject and the object back into the drawing. In other 
words that mechanical drawing and mechanical use 
of tools and machines should go along hand in hand 
and pari passu with his text books. 

Third. The session is six and a half hours instead 
of five hours. This may at first glance seem to be 
going back to the long hours of old times and the 
overwork so much complained of; but here we must 
take into consideration the nature of the work done. 
It seemed to your Committee that six and a half

hours in school divided equally between the desk 
and the work-bench will prove less exhausting to 
the nervous system of a boy than five hours contin- 
uous mental labor 

Thus the boys add just one-third to the hours of 
actual instruction in the other High Schools and by 
the alternations of physical and mental labor come 
out fresher than from the ordinary mental work of 
five hours. Three teachers here do as much teach- 
ing per week as four in the other High Schools, and 
the pupil receives the same amount of instruction 
in three years as he would at the others in a four 
years course, as taking out the half hour for recess 
in each, leaves the actual study hours four and a 
half in one and six hours in the other. This gain 
in teaching is important as many of the boys come 
long distances — one comes fifteen miles — and it is 
desirable that each day's session should give them 
something worth coming so far. 

Fourth. Another feature in the course is the en- 
largement of the field of elective studies. The 
course for the first year is the same for all, but 
beyond that the student may take a thorough 
commercial course, omitting the higher mathemat- 
ics and more advanced sciences, or he may devote 
particular attention to either of the other two. Pro- 
vision is made for ten hours a week of physical 
laboratory work for those who wish it, and for more 
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advanced Mathematics for those looking to become 
Mechanical Engineers. 

Drawing is taught five hours a week throughout 
the entire course ; and work, good, honest, solid work, 
two hours a day, for every boy, without exception 
or favor, is the text book we prescribe to teach the 
rising generation the dignity of labor. 

Without going further into the details, your Com- 
mittee takes pleasure in noticing that the city of 
Boston, after a most careful and painstaking inves- 
tigation of all the Manual Training Schools of the 
country by their very able Superintendent of Public 
Schools, Mr. Seaver, has adopted a plan which is 
very nearly a duplicate of the plan reported by this 
Committee a year ago, and that city has appropri- 
ated a hundred thousand dollars to put it in opera- 
tion. Such an endorsement from such a source is 
presumptive evidence to your Committee that they 
cannot have gone very far wrong. 

But the success of the school during the past year 
is better evidence. Owing to the shortness of the 
notice, few learned of the school in season to take 
advantage of it this last year. 

The school opened, with the other schools in Sep- 
tember, with seventy pupils. The number gradually 
increased to one hundred and twenty-five, and the 
average membership for the year was one hundred 
and six, and the per cent, of attendance was ninety- 
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five. Thus the falling off was not as great as in the 
other High Schools, notwithstanding the great dis- 
tance many of the pupils were obliged to come. This 
shows the interest taken by the pupils. 

During the spring your Committee requested 
pupils wishing to enter the next class to make it 
known through the Grammar School Principals. 
Two hundred and forty applications were received, 
and your Committee asked the Board for increased 
accommodations. By action of the Board a shop 
has been erected in the rear of the old Normal 
building, one hundred feet long by fifty-six wide, and 
four stories high, to contain a forge and foundry, 
machine shop, wood-turning and carpenters shop, 
furnishing ample room for four or five hundred boys. 
It is being fitted up with the very best machinery 
and tools and will be ready for occupancy this fall. 

But the greatest difficulty of all has been to 
obtain qualified and efficient teachers To find men 
of large technical skill, fitted for the several depart- 
ments, combined with the education and culture 
required in a High School teacher is no easy task. 
In this respect the difficulties of the first year were 
very great, but your Committee has at length suc- 
ceeded in bringing together a dozen gentlemen who 
we hope will do honor to the school and to Chicago. 

The interest that some of our leading citizens 
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have already manifested in the school, the fine 
building and excellent plant already secured, the 
school of between three and four hundred bright 
Chicago boys already assembled, the able corps of 
teachers, the growing enterprise of Chicago, and 
the ever-rising wave of public opinion on the educa- 
tion of the hand and the eye give us ground of ex- 
cuse for the length of this report, and the confident 
hope that this school will prove one of the greatest 
and the most useful schools of the country.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 

ON 

DRAWING. 

To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago: 

Owing to the illness of Mrs. Elizabeth F. Dimock, 
Supervisor of Drawing for the Grammar and Pri- 
mary Grades, only a brief summary of statistics 
can be made for the Drawing Department It is 
with pleasure that your Committee on Drawing 
presents such statistics as the Clerk has handed 
us, together with the report of Mr. Hermann 
Hanstein, Supervisor of Drawing for the High 
Schools. 

The history of Drawing in our schools during 
the past year has been one of interest. The Board 
has practically acknowledged that drawing is not 
a fad or fanciful study, but that it sustains a vital 
relatiort to education by placing the study, which 
was optional before, on the same basis with other 
branches. The question, 'Is Drawing a fundamen- 
tal study, a foundation stone in education, or an 
ornament ?" is leading on to the study of its rela- 
tion to the development of the human race. 
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The culture of mankind has not come first, and 

the ability to draw afterwards Drawing has been 
the means whereby man has come to almost the 

best expression of himself; it has led him to greater 
powers of self-expression, and is not an accident 
which has happened to him after he has acquired 
a high development, 

44 The line of the world's development is the most 
economical line to follow in the education of the 
child," has become an acknowledged law in all good 
teaching, whether in history, literature, drawing, 
or any other branch which has been of long 
growth. To know this line and its application to 
the needs of the various classes of children is the 
aim of the teacher of drawing. The need of com- 
bining color work with work in form is happily 
stated in the following statement from one of the 
Chicago papers: 

" If the homes of our American people have been made more com- 
fortable and more pleasing by the enterprise and skill of American 
furniture manufacturers, the manufacturers have a grievance against 
the education, ignorance and bigotry of their own country. While 
machinery has cheapened the industry in the commercial sense, it has 
cheapened it in taste and durability. The manufacturers are not to 
blame for this. They are dependent on machinery because the labor 
of the United States engaged in manufactures possesses no artistic 
ambition, is imbued with no sense of color, knows no skill in form. 
Every designer employed by the Chicago manufacturers is of foreign 
birth and training. Many of the most successful manufacturers are 
themselves of foreign birth, trained in the primary schools of contin- 
ental countries, and possessing from childhood skill denied to their 
American rivals. The highest wages paid in the American furniture 
industry, foreigners receive. The American in the trade is a capital 
middleman, a first class salesman, a shrewd financial manager ; but he 
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cannot draw a leaf, he can scarcely tell one color from another, he can 
not contribute an idea to the draughtsman or the pattern maker. He 
is dependent on foreign imagination for every novelty in his factory; 
and if he has not capital large enough to employ special talent in his 
designers' department he is at the mercy of the machine made model 
seller and the machine-made machine for making everything in his 
factory. Nothing but the introduction of Manual Training, implying 
drawing, modeling, study of colors in combination, and the natural 
uses of the powers of observation and construction in our free primary 
schools can remedy this universal impotency of American power in fine 
manufacturing industries. 

Had we a generation of native designers, obvious discrepancies in 
furniture construction would speedily disappear. In the upholstering 
of parlor suites, draperies of bie patterns would not be employed on 
frames of small dimensions. In models for surface ornaments, some 
regard would be paid to proportions that prevail in nature. Conven- 
tionalizing of floral subjects is a staple of machine made furniture 
decoration. But so crude are the models and so imperfect their 
cutting by machinery that it is no easy matter to discern what the 
original sketch may have been. American boys and girls, if trained 
in the natural principles of color, would not contribute to the spread 
of eye diseases by horrors in plush or brocade combinations. Will 
those who have charge of the American primary school system never 
realize that until education in form, color and design is made part of 
the primary course we shall be barbarous? We shall still employ 
foreign born and foreign-bred talent throughout the highest planes of 
our most profitable American manufactures.'' 

In view of these facts, Mrs. Dimock had begun 
the study of natural colors as found in the spec- 
trum scale, designing in self-tones, in paper cutting 
and the study of color as related to the historic 
ornaments which had before been lifeless forms to 
the children. Thus the work is growing in vitality 
and human interest. We shall doubtless find 
within a few years that pupils in the upper grades 
can work in many medium*, clay, charcoal, pencil, 
pen and ink, crayon, and color, and that they can 
know such simple laws of perspective and technical 
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drawing as easily lie within the range of children 
below High School grades

REPORT OF SPECIAL TEACHER OF DRAWING IN HIGH 

SCHOOLS. 
To the Committee on Drawing: 

The rapid development of industries in America, 
and especially in Chicago, and the progressive 
spirit in educational matters, require close attention 
to drawing in our High Schools. The great strides 
in technical and architectural inventions force the 
instructor in drawing to constant study that his 
pupils may rank equally with those in the schools 

abroad. It is a deplorable fact that 75 per cent, 
of all the positions requiring responsible draughts- 
men in this city are filled by men educated in 
Europe, and my efforts are directed toward giving 
our pupils equal opportunities. 
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The industries of a country determine its wealth, 
its culture and its prosperity. The nation with 
the most flourishing condition of industries will 
also be the most cultured one. To meet the re- 
quirements of daily life, 90 per cent of our pupils 
will use technical drawing, (often erroneously 
called mechanical drawing), 7 per cent use the 
combination of technical and artistic, while 3 per 
cent use the artistic or free hand exclusively. 

The course of instruction in our High Schools 
is based on these statistics, and is laid out as 
follows. 

First Year. Geometrical Drawing. 
Second Year. Projection. 

Third Year. Projection. 
Fourth Year. Perspectives (Geometric, Parallel, and Conic Per- 
spective). 

Shades and Shadows. 

Application of the foregoing for technical purposes. 

FREEHAND WOBK. 

Firtf Year. Sketching groups of geometric solids with per- 
spective shades and shadows. (Definitions in 
connection.) 
Pencil work for Botany and Zoology, 
Application of water colors ta above. 

Second Year. Designing in geometric forms. 

Arrangement of flowers, etc., for composing the 
designs, executed in water colors, for tiles, panels, 
and terra cotta work. 

Harmony of colors. 

Plaster from object, also brush, ink, sepia or neu- 
tral tint, charcoal. 

Third Year. Charcoal and water colors, Botany and Zoology, 

from still life. 
Landscapes and still life in water colors, in broad 
washes only, 
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Fourth Tear. Pupils can take their choice as to which of the fol- 
lowing they prefer for a specialty: Charcoal, 
crayon, pen and ink, sepia, neutral tint, water 
colors, or pastelles. 

At the end of each Term an examination is held 
on the foregoing course, and at proper seasons 
out-of-door sketching is in order. 

Much of the work done in the first year of the 

High school might be done in the 7th and 8th 

grades of the grammar schools, so that the work 

might progress more rapidly in the High Schools.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 

ON 

GERMAN. 

To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago: 

Your Committee on German herewith submits 
their report for the year ending June 27th, 1891. . 

A careful perusal of the report of the Supervisor 
of German, which accompanies this report, will at 
once show the great interest taken in the study of 
that language in our public schools, and it will 
show that the interest is not confined to the children 
of German parents, the children of English-speaking 
parents being far greater in number. The study is 
optional, and the fact that so many children choose 
to take it shows the demand for the branch and the 
necessity of providing for it. 

There are many advantages arising out of the study 
that are not suggested by the report. The German 
language contains the root words of our best English 
expression, what are called the " strong verbs." Any 
child who becomes familiar with these words in Ger- 
man must of necessity recognize their value above 
the longer Latin words, and acquire greater powers 
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of using English than the children who know noth- 
ing of any language except their own. 

"Wer frembe sprachen nicht kennt 
Weiss nichts von seiner eigen." 

We have it on the authority of some of the ablest 
teachers of the city that those children who study 
German pass better examinations in English gram- 
mar than those children who do not take German, 
what is learned in the one always bearing on the 
other. 

Not only has Germany given us our strong verbs 
— the Saxon roots, — it has given the strong — the 
Teutonic element in character — and that spirit is 
breathed in all German literature. Carlyle suggests 
that it is unpatriotic in the Englishman who denies 
or does not acknowledge his Teutonic legacy. The 
"broad simplicity/' '* the genuine thought of deep, 
earnest minds," he tells us, should still show us that 
"valor is value/' " I like much their robust simpli- 
city, their veracity, directness of conception," he 
continues. " Spiritually as well as bodily, these 
men are our progenitors." If it is un-English and 
unpatriotic for the Englishman to forget or deny his 
Teutonic legacy, so it would be unbrotherly and un- 
American to deny our Teutonic indebtedness in a 
city where one third of the people are Germans. 

The great question of the day is. how to Ameri- 
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canize the people who are adopting this country for 
their future home. The introduction of their native 
language into our public schools has brought the 

German children into the English-speaking schools, 

* 

and these are the children who compose the majority 
of foreigners. As they have come in contact with 
American thought and the study of American gov- 
ernment they have gone home to impart their 
knowledge to their parents, and with amazing rap- 
idity we have seen the Americanized German 
student step forth into prominence — a loyal citizen 
— a blessing to American institutions, social, civil 
and political. 

The influence of so noble a language on American 
children is just as important as on those of German 
parentage. Its reflex or disciplinary action is greatly 
needed. The study presents a new group of images 
for the mind, a new world for the activities. The 
child is continually making comparisons, consciously 
or unconsciously, between his own and the studied 
language. He observes similarities, notes differ- 
ences, and this mental activity means growth and 
strength. This language study opens up to him a 
literature — a life in books which he feels to be his, 
not only by acquisition, but by virtue of his Anglo- 
Saxon descent. 

In the following report of Dr. G. A. Zimmerman, 
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Supervisor of German, an accurate account is given 

of the condition of this department.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF GERMAN. 

W. H. Thompson, Jr., 

Chairman Commit t tee on German: 

Dear Sir: — I herewith submit my annual report 
upon German instruction for the scholastic year 
1890-1891. 

There have been added by annexation and by 
erection of new school buildings five High Schools 
and twenty-six Primary and Grammar Schools, into 
which German instruction has been introduced. 
Patrons of various other schools in the annexed 
districts expressed a desire to have their children 
receive the benefit of instruction in German, but 
owing to a lack of teachers their wish could not be 
gratified; in consequence of which the introduction 
of German into these schools was of necessity post- 
poned until some future time. 

The total number of pupils enrolled in the various 
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classes during the year was 36,133, against 32,982 

during the preceding year, an increase of 3,151 

pupils. Of this number, 1,332 belonged to the 

High Schools, and 34,801 to Primary and Grammar 
grades. Again, of the total enrollment of pupils 

studying German, 16,527 were of German parent- 
age, 10,132 of Anglo-American parentage, and 
9,474 of all others. 

Permits to discontinue German during the year 
were applied for by and granted to 799 pupils 

The growth of this department since the intro- 
duction of the study is shown in detail in the follow- 
ing table:

Table No I. shows in detail the number of teach- 
ers employed, the number of pupils enrolled, the 
number of classes, the average number of pupils to 
a class, and the number of pupils who received per- 
mits to discontinue the study in each school. 

Table No. II. gives the total enrollment of pupils 
studying German, their nativity and their parentage. 

Table No. III. gives a tabulated statement of the 
grades in which German is taught in each school, 
the total average daily membership in these grades, 
the number studying German and the per cent, of 
the total average daily membership who take the 
study. 

Table No. IV. gives a statement of the advance- 
ment made by pupils in the English branches who 
pursue the study of German, as compared with 
those who do not pursue the study of German. 
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It has been asserted by those who have never 
been very enthusiastic regarding the study of the 
German language in our schools, that pupils are 
retarded in their other studies in consequence of the 
time absorbed by the study of German. In order 
to test this assertion Mr. Rose, Chairman of the 
Committee on German for the year 1891-1892, 
suggested that the following statistics be prepared, 
Owing to the incompleteness of records in some 
schools and the total absence of them in others, sta- 
tistics from but 74 schools could be obtained. They 
represent the promotions for the year 1890-1891, 
and may be summarized thus: See Table No. 4, 
pages 148 and 149. 

1. Number of schools, in which the per cent, 
of promotions among pupils who studied English 
and German conjointly has been greater than among 
those who studied English exclusively, 47. 

2. Average difference in the per cent, of promo- 
tions in these 47 schools in favor of pupils who 
studied German, 7 per cent. 

3. Number of schools in which the per cent of 
promotions among pupils who pursued the study of 
German has been equal to that among pupils who 
studied English exclusively, 13 

4. Number of schools in which the per cent, of 
promotions among pupils who pursued the study of 
German has fallen below that among pupils who 
studied English exclusively, 14. 
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5. Average difference in the per cent, of promo- 
tions in the latter schools in favor of pupils who pur- 
sued the English branches exclusively, 4 y 2 per cent. 

6. Average per cent, of promotions among 
pupils who pursued the English branches exclu- 
sicely, 87 per cent. 

7. Average per cent, of promotions among pupils 
who studied English and German conjointly, 91 per 
cent. 

8. Average per cent of failures among those 
who studied but English, 13 per cent. 

9. Average per cent, of failures among those 
who studied both English and German, 9 per cent. 

A comparison of these data is surely more con- 
vincing than a long argument. In addition it may 
be stated that similar proofs equally convincing have 
been previously obtained in Cincinnati and Cleve- 
land. 

Since the number of schools in which German is 
taught has so greatly increased, the Board deemed 
it wise to appoint an Assistant to your Supervisor 
in the person of Miss Mary I. Purer, who is emi- 
nently fitted to fill such a position by reason of 
previous successful experience, both in the Primary, 
Grammar and High Schools of this city.

In this connection your Committee desires to 
call the attention of the Board to the large num- 
ber of incorrigible children (3,528), and to the 
necessity of, by some means, providing them with 
at least the rudiments of an English education. 
This class of unfortunates, who, either from im- 
proper training and unwholesome surroundings 
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at home, or from an unnatural perversity of dis- 
position evade their school duties, and who. when 
brought to school by the Attendance Agent, cause 
sufficient disturbance to have their absence heartily 
desired by the teacher and principal, should be 
placed in a separate room or building and under 
a different system of discipline. 

The course of study adopted should be in con- 
formity with the needs of the pupils, and so ar- 
ranged as to interest them, and where, as our 
Superintendent aptly says, "they may be tenderly 
cared for and brought up to habits of industry and 
honorable citizenship." 

During the year, 820 permits to work have been 
issued the Superintendent of Compulsory Edu- 
cation, Mr. A. E. Frankland, in all cases upon a 
full investigation of the merits of each applicant. 
Permits have been issued only to those applicants 
whose necessities compelled them to secure em- 
ployment, and only where the statutory require- 
ments had been complied with. 

The thanks of the Board are due to the Truant 
Aid Committee of the Woman's Club, and the 
United Hebrew Charities, for the aid they have 
rendered this Committee in furnishing clothing and 
shoes to children who, otherwise, could not have 
attended school. 

The same theory has been continued in this 
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department this year as in the past; there has been 
no interference with parental authority, no arrests 
have been made, not a single case of prosecution 
or persecution, the strength of moral persuasive- 
ness has been used in taking the children off the 
streets and placing them in school.

EVENING SCHOOLS. 

To the Chairman of Committee on School Management. 

Dear Sir: — The whole number of Evening 
Schools in session during the season of 1890-91 was 
forty-five, fourteen of these being in the annexed 
territory Thirty-eight were opened at the begin- 
ning of the season, and seven from time to time 
as occasion seemed to demand Before the end of 
the season nine were closed. 

Thirty-two schools were in session the whole 
period of twenty four weeks, and two only four 
weeks. 

Some, owing to their inaccessibility, or to the 
sparseness of population of the district, were 
poorly attended and speedily closed; and it is 
doubtful whether it will be profitable to open these 
schools at all the coming season unless a guaranty 
can be furnished of a satisfactory attendance from 
the first. 
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In accordance with a suggestion in my last report, 
the Haven and Tilden were opened as Evening 
Schools, instead of the Jones and Brown. Both of 
these changes were attended with success, as the 
Haven had an attendance nearly twice as large as 
the Jones, and the Tilden was better attended than 
the Brown. 

Most of the buildings in which Evening Schools 
are held are in excellent condition; and much atten- 
tion has been given to the better lighting of the 
rooms. Where it has been possible, gas has been 
put in to take the place of lamps, and additional 
burners have been put into rooms already lighted by 
gas, so that pupils experience no difficulty or incon- 
venience in pursuing their studies in. these rooms. 

TEACHERS. 

The number of teachers engaged during the sea- 
son, exclusive of the Principals, was 256, and only 
twelve of these did unsatisfactory work. 

Many of our Evening School Teachers are em- 
ployed in the same school from year to year, are 
familiar with the work, and need but little assistance 
from the Principal. Some, however, are inexpe- 
rienced, and know but little of the work required. 
These stand in need of help from the Principal. 
Their work is to be criticised, their discipline to be 
improved. A suggestion here, a timely word there, 
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has often saved an ambitious, though weak teacher 
from utter failure. 

Our Principals are not slow to give needed sug- 
gestions , and it can safely be said that all that is 
possible is done by them to strengthen the weak 
beginner. 

Much improvement may be noticed in the work 
of our Evening School teachers. There is a more 
systematic adherence to a fixed programme. The 
pupils are more generally arranged in classes, and 
do more extensive class work. The teacher is less 
frequently seen at the blackboard doing the work 
for the pupils, and the pupil is oftener found there 
explaining his problem, and acquiring an individu- 
ality excelled only by that of our day school pupils. 

SALARIES OF PRINCIPALS. 

The increase of salary granted to the Principals 
of the larger schools last season was very satisfac- 
tory to those most interested. It is hoped that in 
the arrangement of salaries the coming season those 
Principals who have been long in the service, and 
who have done successful work in the smaller schools 
will receive equal recognition. 

SUPERVISION. 

The number of Evening Schools is now more 
than double the number of a few years ago. To 
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provide for a proper supervision of so many schools 
the Board last season appointed Mr, Alfred Kirk 
Assistant Supervisor. With him the labors of the 
Supervisor have been shared, and the number of 
schools allotted to each was about equal to the 
number in each of the districts into which the Day 
Schools have been divided. By this arrangement, 
each Supervisor was enabled to visit every school 
in his district once or oftener every month. 

PUPILS. 

The attendance and membership of pupils showed 
a considerable increase as compared with former 
years. The following statistics may be of interest 
in connection with this report:

FOREIGN PUPILS. 

The number of rooms devoted exclusively to for- 
eign pupils was fifty-eight, an increase of thirteen 
over the previous year. 

Most of the teachers employed in these rooms 
were familiar with the language of the pupils. 

While by far the larger number of these pupil s 
consisted of Germans, Scandinavians and Bo- 
hemians, there were also in the schools last season 
five rooms of Hollanders, two of Poles, and one of 
Italians. 

Many of the foreign classes, when formed in our 
Evening Schools, are entered in the First Reader. 
Some complete this, together with the Second and 
Third Readers, during the season. Some do not 
advance so rapidly. 

While such a course in reading is well adapted to 
the young beginner, it seems that the adult foreigner, 
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already well educated in his own language, might 
with better advantage take up some historical or 
geographical reader, or book of nature, and by this 
means not only acquire a knowledge of the language 
he seeks, but be put in possession of facts interesting 
and profitable as well. 

HIGH SCHOOLS. 

The whole number of pupils enrolled in the 
Evening High School was 711. During ten weeks 
of the season the attendance per evening rose to 
nearly 400. This number was much greater than 
at any previous time, and greater than could be 
accommodated in the building used. Accordingly 
four rooms of an adjacent school building were fitted 
up, and the necessary relief was obtained. 

With the exception of the Bowen, located at 
South Chicago, there has been only one Evening 
High School in the city up to this time. Pupils 
from all parts of the city have attended. The 
studies of phonography, bookkeeping and mechani- 
cal and architectural drawing are not only very at- 
tractive, but very profitable. 

There ought to be a school of this kind in each 
division of the city. Large and successful classes 
in the studies taught could be started and main- 
tained in the North and South Division High 
Schools. This would afford needed relief to the 
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West Division High School, and furnish more con- 
venient accommodation for pupils from the other 
Divisions of the city.

OF THE 



DEAF MUTE DAY SCHOOLS. 



The school year just closed (1890-91) has not 
varied much from the preceding one in studies pur- 
sued and progress made by the pupils. There seems 
to have been a little more sickness among some of 
the pupils than last year.

The removal of the North Side Mute School from 
the Sheldon School, on North State Street, to 102 
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Fullerton Avenue, near North Ashland Avenue, last 
October 27, 1890, lost us one pupil who had attended 
the Sheldon School, but gave us a gain of three 
pupils. In the monthly reports to the Board 
and in the table of enrollment in this report 
this pupil at the Sheldon School is reported as 
"left." This is only so on account of the re- 
moval of the School, which made it too far for him 
to attend, his home being 152 Sedgwick Street. The 
School, as now located, is in the neighborhood of 
more deaf children, judging from the names we have, 
than it was formerly. It is hard work to find the 
deaf, and still harder to get them in school when 
found, as the loss of hearing dulls the desire for 
learning; hence the deaf seldom want to go to 
school at first, and still less beg to be sent to school. 
But when once fairly started they seem to like to 
attend, and were it not for the long distance that some 
of them are obliged to go, bad weather would not 
affect the attendance as much as it does. Of the long 
distance pupils, the Advanced Class has the most, 
and the Scammon School comes next. Of the pupils 
obliged to come long distances in order to reach the 
school on Monroe Street two came from Western 
Avenue, near Division Street, three of them two- 
thirds that distance in the same direction, one from 
near Garfield Park on Warren Avenue, one from Cen • 
ter Street and North Halsted, two from near North 
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Halsted and Vedder Streets, one from near South 
Halsted and Twenty-second Street, two from near 
Eighteenth Street and Robey, two from South 
Chicago. Very few in any of the five schools live 
in the same ward in which the school is located. In 
good weather most of the pupils who come long dis- 
tances walk, as^the parents are not able to pay 
car fare all the time. The teachers often assist them 
in the matter of car fare. We ought to have cheap 
fare for those children over 12 years of age. As 
the teachers are strangers to the street car compa- 
nies, could not the Board of Education aid in pro- 
curing relief in this direction? 

The children in the Articulate Class this year 
number 13. They have made the usual progress. 
The amount of repetition in a class taught through 
the medium of signs is very great, yet it is still 
greater in the Articulate Class. The constant repe- 
tition necessary at home and upon the streets in or- 
der to get hearing children to remember items of 
every day life has to be repeated in the School for 
the Deaf, for the deaf child must be posted in such 
matters as well as in book learning. It tries the 
patience of the most forbearing teacher, yet they 
toil on and on. Yet such teachers are not without 
some visible encouragement, as some one or two 
or more in a class are really good natured children. 
Some pupils are ready to learn numbers; others, 
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like drawing, and bid fair to make good art- 
ists; but very few like geography, and still fewer 
like to study the English language. The study of 
language is more dead and more foreign and a 
great deal harder to the deaf than Greek is to 
hearing children under 18 years of age. Were it 
not for the usual good progress the children make 
in most of the other studies, the teachers would 
have almost a hopeless task. We sometimes think 
it would be easier to educate the public, through 
the press, in the mutes' own way than to educate 
the majority of mutes so as to use good English. 
To a mute the object is always the first thing, and 
adjectives, etc., come after. Thus, "horse, a black/' 
(often omitting the article "a" and "the," etc. 
Horse, I ride, like." " You town go?" "Far you. 
live?" ' c You who?" "No go with you I?" "Me 
home go," " I is well," and sometimes, " Well is I." 
etc. If you were deaf, especially if deaf from early 
in life, the above would be just as good grammar 
to you as good English is to you now with hearing.
